Vienna, Oct. 14 —An earthquake was experienced in this region to-day. Several 
houses near by were destroyed. 

Vienna, Oct. 20.—A violent storm has prevailed in this city, which is partially inun- 
dated. An immense amount of damage has been done. 

Somerset, K., Oct. 12.—The village of Norwood, four miles north of here, was des- 
troyed by fire last night, only one house being left. Two persons are missing. The loss 
is not yet known. 

BROOKWAYVILLE, Oct. 12.—This morning a fire broke out in the board yard of B. E. 
Cartwright’s mill at Harton City, in which 18,000,000 feet of lumber were destroyed. 
The mill is threatened, and the fire still rages. The loss thus far reaches $175,000, In- 
surance $35,000. 

New York, Nov. 1. —The large cold anti-cyclone from Manitoba swept yesterday as far 
south as Kansas, where anow fell, and the mercury dropped below freezing point. Since 
Wednesday the weather in Canada and the United States has been unsettled by cyclonic 
depressions, breaking up for the present, at least, the reign of the Indian summer. The 
frost in the cotton belt, reported four days ago by some American papers, was of little 
significance. 

A fine new factory which was being erected in William-street, Glasgow, as an addition 
to the extensive works of Messrs. Templeton and Sons, carpet manufacturers, collapsed 
yesterday evening (the Ist inst.), the walls, which had been built to a height of five 
stories, crashing down on an adjoining weaving shed, in which a large number of women 
were at work, and burying most of them in the ruins. The fire brigade and salvage 
corps, doctors and students from the Infirmary, and civilians and constables trained in 
ambulance work, immediately set to work to extricate the unfortunate workpeople and 
aid the injured. At a late hour last night forty bodies had been taken from the debris, 
and eighteen persons recovered alive, but more or less injured. It was believed that 
forty more remained to be extricated, and feared that few if any of these could be alive.

2. He is to be to them a refuge and a fortress. 

3. They are to be delivered from the snares of the fowler, that is, be saved 
from secret and artfully contrived dangers. 

4 They are to escape the noisome pestilence. 

5. They shall have no cause for alarm by night. 

6. They shall escape from enemies that try to strike them down by day. 

7. They shall be preserved at times when thousands fall around them. 

8. Evil shall not befall them—their losses shall be turned to their gain, and 
their tribulations to their glory. 

9. Their dwellings shall be free from plagues. 

10. The angels shall have charge concerning them. 

11. They shall be kept in all righteous ways. 

12. They shall be borne above and over the stones of stumbling found in 
their path. 

13. They shall triumph over their foes. 

14. Jehovah shall be with them in trouble. 

15. They shall be delivered and set on high. 
These are only some of the blessings that belong to the heritage of the 
Saints, and, when alf are taken together, we find that they cover almost every 
conceivable situation and circumstance in life. 

The Almighty enters into covenant with His people in all ages, that He 
will cause all things to work together for their good. Not always is this 
accomplished when matters are looked upon from a purely human stand- 
point. There are many circumstances surrounding, or occurrences taking 
place in the lives of the Saints that appear to be evils, and yet the final 
results all tend to enhance God’s glory, and to contribute to the good of 
mankind, especially to that portion of our race that constitutes the elect of 
God. Some events which transpired in the life of the Apostle Paul illustrate 
this truth in a conspicuous manner, and we will consider them briefly. This 
servant of God had received from the Lord Himself a commission to preach 
the Gospel at Rome, as we learn from the following Scripture: “ And the 
night following the Lord stood by him, and said, Be of good cheer, Paul: for 
as thou hast testified of me in Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness also at 
Rome“ (Acts xxiii, 11). 

In those early days a journey from Palestine to Rome would occupy con- 
siderable time, and the expenses would be far heavier than most men could 
afford. To the poorer class of people the apostle belonged. Indeed, he seems to 
have been very poor. He speaks of his circumstaaces thus: “ Even unto this 
present hour we both hunger, and thirst, and are naked, and are buffeted, 
and have no certain dwelling-place; and labor, working with our own hands: 
being reviled, we bless; being persecuted, we suffer it“ (1 Cor. iv, 11,14). He 
states also in 1 Thes. ii, 9, that he was obliged to labor day and night that he 
might preach the Gospel, and not be dependent upon the people for support. 
How a man in such straits was to get to Rome was a question of great im- 
portance. Some time after he had received the commission already referred 
to, the Jews made an attempt to have him destroyed, and for this purpose 
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accused him before Festus, who, it seems, was disposed to make capital out 
of Paul's tribulations. A portion of the record of the proceedings against 
him reads thus: 

And when he (Festus) was come (to Caesarea), the Jews which came down 
from Jerusalem stood round about, and laid many and grievous complaints 
_—— Paul, which they could not prove. While he answered for himself, 

either against the law of the Jews, neither against the temple, nor yet 
22 Cesar, have I offended =| thing at all. But Festus, willing to do 

e Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, and said, Wilt thou go = Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these things before me? Then said I stand at 
Cesar’s judgment seat, where I ought to be judged: to the Jews have I done 
no wrong, as thou very well knowest. For if I be an offender, or have com- 
mitted any thing worthy of death, I refuse not to die: but if there be none 
of these things whereof these accuse me, no man may deliver me unto them. 
I appeal unto Cesar. Then Festus, when he had conferred with the council, 
eS Hast thou appealed unto Cesar? unto Cesar shalt thou go (Acts 
xxv, 7— 

This occasion seems to have been a dark one in the life of the apostle. He 
was surrounded by powerful enemies, who were determined to destroy him 
with or without a pretense of law. The judge, before whom the Jews pur- 
_ posed to have him tried, was willing to further the scheme of murder, and 
yet everything was working to accomplish the purposes of the Almighty, and 
to enable His servant to perform his mission. Paul having been placed in 
circumstances where, to save his life, he was obliged to appeal to Cesar, was 
held as a state prisoner, and then carried at the public expense to Rome, 
that his case might be adjudged by the emperor. At Rome considerable 
_ liberty was granted him, for in that city “ Paul dwelt two whole years in his 
own hired house, and received all that came in unto him, preaching the king- 
dom of God, and teaching those things which concern the Lord Jesus Christ, 
with all confidence, no man forbidding him” (Acts xxviii, 30, 31). 

In contemplating this history everyone must be deeply impressed with the 
marvelous manner in which the Lord brought good to His servant out of 
what were apparently most unpropitious circumstances. The very hate of 
Paul's foes opened his way to go to Rome. In view of such a trutb, none of 
the Saints need question the literal fulfillment of that Scripture which saith 
that no weapon that is formed against Zion shall prosper. Out of her dark- 
est hours light will come, and her tribulations shall turn to her glory. What is 
thus true of Zion as a whole, applies also to the individuals who compose it, or 
to all true Saints. If they are hailed before judges who inflict grievous pun- 
ishments upon them unjustly; if they are mobbed and driven; if their pro- 
perty is taken from them without just compensation; if they are called to 
pass through tribulation such as the world has never yet seen; if their cir- 
cumstances appear dark as the midnight hour, they need not fear. God will 
cause all these things to redound to their good. -The Almighty has said so, 
and we should take His voucher with more assurance than we do a Bank of 
England note. The latter we pocket, satisfied that we can draw its full face 
value in gold at any time; and so, too, the precious promises ot our Father 
in heaven should be treasured up, and computed to be worth their face value. 
The man who may dare to depreciate their worth should be looked upon as a 
traitor to his God. If we were all as jealous of His integrity as we should 
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be, our faith in His word would pour the oil of consolation into many hearts 
that are now rent with anguish; it would inspire the fearful with courage, 
give hope to the desponding, and bear us all forward with the Church in its 
invincible march towards the goal of triumph and glory. 

We have called attention, in this article, to the extent of God’s sovereignty 
among the kingdoms of this world. We have shown from the Scriptures 
that He controls the elements, and employs them for the accomplishment of 
His purposes, We have made it as plain as Scripture can, that the angels 
and armies of heaven, with the Lord Himself at their head, are employed in 
defense of the Saints; and bave proven from revelation that His care and 
providences embrace every circumstance of mortal life; this latter truth being 
specially applicable to His elect children. The principles thus set forth have 
been illustrated by numerous examples taken from ancient Scriptures. It 
now remains for us to demonstrate by examples found in the history of the 
Latter-day Saints, that the providential care of the Almighty for His people, 
is as marvelous in these days as it was anciently. This proposition has been 
affirmed before, but the proof has been reserved for the closing paragraphs of 
this article,

Berlin, Sept. 17, 1889. 
President Geo. Teasdale. 


Dear Brother, —I take this oppor- 
tunity of penning a few items of news 
from this part of the Lord’s vineyard, 
which, I trust, will be received by 
you with as much pleasure as similar 
communications from other parts are 
read by us in the columns of the 
Stak. On England I tra- 
veled via Paris to Bern, where, after 
remaining two days, I received 7 
appointment to come to Berlin. Eu 
route I visited some of my friends in 
Baden, laboring there as missionaries, 
whereupon I continued my journey 
to this city. Shortly after my arriva 
the Elder here was released to return 
home; and since that time up to the 
last two weeks from date, I have been 
8 alone.

UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 
Building is going on on every hand in Beaver, preparing for the boom. 
Real estate is on the rise in Heber, quite an amount having changed hands 


in the past few months. 


Good apples retail at a cent a pound (one halfpenny) the best quality being 
a cent and a quarter, and are in demand for shipment abroad. 

The potato crop in Utah is short. The price is three times as high as it 
was last year. The tubers sell from 75 to 90 cents. per bushel. 
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There was a heavy fall of snow in the mountains surrounding Salt Lake 
City, on Sunday night, the 13th ult., and it was added to greatly on the 14th. 


The Provo Foundry and the Sun Foundry and machine shops are both 
loaded down with work. The former place just turned out the largest steam 
engine and boiler ever made in the Territory, while the latter establishment 
has distinguished itself by some of the finest parlor stoves ever made in Utah. 
They had some at the fair. 


Potatoes are being imported into Utah from Kansas, and they are said to 
be excellent ones too. Our assassia friends—the railroade—are helping the 
importation ; but last year Utah potatoes rotted in the farmers’ bins because 
railroads would not help them out. It is about time the farmers elected a 


few men to the Legislature who would see that the railroads could not carry 
the whole of Utah in their vest pockets. 


An unfortunate accident befell Mr. Simon Noall, of the Twenty-second 
Ward, while following his employment at Asper’s planing mill, on North 
Temple-street, on the afternoon of Oct. 16. He was running a circular saw, 
when by some means his left hand got caught, the saw cutting off the first 
two fingers, besides severely injuring the thumb. One of the fingers was 
carried through the window a distance of sixteen feet, and was picked up by 
a fellow-workman. The scene of the occurrence was Salt Lake City. 


The past few days have been sad ones for Beaver. We say for Beaver 
because of the great bond of sympathy that exists among our citizens, who, 
while they rejoice with the rejoicing, likewise sorrow with the sorrowing. 
There is more sickness prevalent in our city at present than has been at any 
one time in many years.

Run Over AN Kitiep.—About noon on Monday, Oct. 7th, B 8. Morin, 
of Riverdale, Weber County, was run over by a team and so badly injured 
that by 5 p.m. he died from the effects. He was engaged in hauling straw and 
accidentally fell off the wagon. He was picked up and carried to the house, 
while Dr. Powers was sent for, and he found that his injuries consisted of
